Washington, Jan. 17.—The Philip­ 
pine commission has completed its re­ 
port and dispatched it to the public 
printer, and there is every reason to 
believe that the first voiume, at least, 
can be laid before congress within a 
week. I'eeause of the pendency of the 
I’hilippine question just now 
before 
congress it is regarded as desirable 
by the commission that this material 
be submitte^l at the earliest possible 
moment. 


llie report is voluminous and a.r- 
iang('d in an orderly fashion that will 
make it particularly valuable for use 
as a reference work. It will be divided 
into several volumes. 
The first vol­ 
ume is devoted entirely to the ix)litical 
issues involved in the acquisition of 
the Philippines. 
It sets out the in­ 
structions of the president to the com­ 
mission and describes the operations 
of the commission under those instruc­ 
tions. 
Then follow chapters on vari­ 
ous 
subjects—government 
currency, 
the Chinese (}uestion, naval requisites, 
etc. Of these subjects the one treat^^l 
at by far the greatest length is that 
of government. 
It describes the gov­ 
ernment 
under

heads—first, 
that existing in Spanish times; sec­ 
ond, the reforms (h>sired by compe­

A few years agfo the advertisements 
of St. Jacob’s Oil were prominent in 
every newspaper and defaced the scen­ 
ery of nature.
